TRUTH VS COMMISSIONERS 


OF TOE ASYLUM. 


MR. CRANSTON:— 


A short time since, 


through 
ihe columns of the, Daily 


News, I made » statement 
aftite'facts 


in relation to a collision which had 
occurred between the Commissioners 
of the Asylum and myself: I was not 
n-ly induced, but, as it were, compel- 


led, to do this, by the 
publication 


in jour paper of an erroneous state- 
ment, to correct which, was the sole 
object of my communication.

Blalement I did "in nothing extenuate, j 
or set down aught in malice," but al-( 
must entirely without comment I sub- 
mitted -it to the pnlilic as a plain state- 
ment of facts. 
After the publication 


of my statement, I heard nothing fur- 
ther on the subject 
until the last 


meeting of the City Council, when a 
document entitled, " Report of the; 
Commissioners of the Asylum to the 


City Council of the city of Newport," 


and purporting to ba a truthful state- 
ment of the coliiiion, was presented 
by a member of the Common Council; 
though the City government had call- 
ed for no such report, nor instituted 
any enquire into the matter by any of- 
ficial act, this [ex-parte statement (by

that branch of the City Government, 
(their being barely a quorum present,)
